I t seems that engineers and artists 
have been busy at Ceska Zbrojovka 
these past few years. Besides building 
on their successful line of highly popular 
pistols and hunting rifles, they’ve also been 
putting the final touches on a couple of 
products new to the U.S. market. Earlier in 
the year, we saw the introduction of the CZ 
EVO 3 Si 9mm pistol that has attracted a 
lot of attention, and now we have the re- 
cently introduced CZ 805 Bren PSl pistol. 

This news may seem innocuous enough, 
as firearms factories introduce new pistols 
all the time. However, CZ has managed to 
capture the imaginations of the gun-buying 
public with their new products by tapping 
into the desires of consumers interested in 
new designs that bridge the gap between 
combat rifles and regular carry pistols. The 
805 Bren PSl is such an example. 

SO, WHAT IS IT? 

The 805 Bren PSl is, essentially, a pistol 
version of the Bren 805 combat rifle, which 


was designed to eventually replace the Sa vz. 

58 rifle, along with a handful of Bushmasters 
for the Czech Republic. There’s a little more 
complexity to the history of its development, 
but for the purposes of this article, it’s enough 
to know that it’s the Czech Republic’s official 
military service rifle. (Ironically enough, the 
actual Bren 805 rifle is not available on the 
U.S. market, though the pistol version is al- 
ready stateside.) 

Here in the United States, there’s a rising 
trend of manufacturers offering pistol ver- 
sions of full-length combat/military rifles 
and short-barreled rifles. It’s all the rage 
now with the younger crowd. Basically, the 
manufacturer removes the stock of a regular 
or short-barreled rifle and has it legally cer- 
tified as a pistol. In some cases, it makes re- 
ally good sense, but there are other times 
when people scratch their heads in wonder. 

For example, the Bren 805 PSl, while 
technically a pistol, is chambered for the 
.223/5.56x45mm round, has an 11-inch bar- 
rel, an aluminum upper, accepts high- 


capacity STANAG magazines (think AR-15), 
and weighs 6.7 pounds (including the rear 
peep sight and front post sight). This 
doesn’t really make for a package that con- 
ceals easily under a t-shirt. 

WHY? 

So, why would a manufacturer convert a 
full-size military rifle into a pistol, and why 
do consumers buy them? Sub-guns con- 
verted to pistols make a little more sense, 
but why a regular rifle? On the surface, it’s 
an easy question to answer on both sides. 
For the manufacturer, it’s all about sales 
and making money. For the consumer, well, 
these weapons are pretty dang cool. History 
is replete with examples of full-size 
weapons being shortened for convenience, 
better concealability, or manageability in 
tighter areas, and they have been very popu- 
lar with collectors. 

Logistically speaking, though, when buyers 
wipe the stardust from their eyes, they’ve got 
an item that straddles the line between being a 
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truly effective weapon in a combat scenario, and 
an easily concealed defensive carry pistol. There is 
definitely a place for something like the Bren 805 
PSl, and a couple of reasons come to mind fairly 
easily 

First, except for the rare instance, state con- 
cealed carry permits only pertain to handguns. 
My home state of Kentucky, on the contrary, al- 
lows a rifle or shotgun to be concealed, pro- 
vided the individual has a Concealed Deadly 
Weapons License. Folks in most other states 
aren’t that lucky. 

When you consider, however, that a weapon 
like the Bren is certified as a pistol, then any- 
one with a concealed carry permit can legally 
have one stashed in their vehicle, or on their 
person, if they so desire. In doing so, they have 
afforded themselves a weapon with a longer 
sight radius (barrel), a more effective round, 
and a higher-capacity magazine than most pis- 
tols. Additionally, they also have a rail platform 
on which to add accessories to assist with their 
defense, such as optics, lasers and lights. 

A large “pistol” like the Bren 805 PSl can be 
a little awkward to hold, acquire a sight picture, 
and fire, but that issue can be worked around. 
For instance, CZ designed a sling attachment 
point at the rear of the Bren 805 that can be 
used with a single point sling. By wearing the 
pistol on a sling, the user can push the PSl for- 
ward until the sling is taut. This stabilizes the 
swaying movement of the pistol and its accom- 
panying sights, and aids in quicker target ac- 
quisition and better shot placement. 

Another great reason to pick up a Bren 805 
PSl is that it’s an excellent platform on which 
to build a short-barreled rifle. In urban areas 
and inside buildings or rooms, short-barreled 
rifles have proven their value with regard to 
maneuverability, in contrast to full-size rifles. 
Further, weapons manufactured by CZ are re- 
spected the world over, and having a short-bar- 
reled version of their service rifle would be an 
outstanding addition to the collection.

MODDINGTHE PS1 

In the case of the Bren 805 PSl, switch- 
ing out a part and adding a stock takes 
under a minute, so there’s no great mystery 
to getting started with the process. How- 
ever, before an individual performs any 
such modification to a pistol, they must be 
approved by the BATFE, pay the appropri- 
ate fee, and receive the required official pa- 
perwork for said modifications. 

Normally, rifles sold to civilians are re- 
quired to have at least a 16-inch barrel. 
Anything shorter is illegal unless approved 
by the BATFE before the purchase or prior 
to making any changes to an existing rifle. 
Even adding a vertical foregrip to a pistol’s 
6 o’clock rail changes its status as a weapon, 
and also requires approval. 

While having a short-barreled rifle is 
considered high on the bucket list for many 


tactical firearms enthusiasts, this is an area 
of the law which can get very tricky. If each 
step of the process isn’t followed to the let- 
ter, severe penalties can ensue, including 
prison time. If you’re new to weapons of this 
type, you should direct your questions to 
the BATFE or a reputable Class III firearms 
dealer. 

THE GOODS 

As mentioned, the upper is made of alu- 
minum and incorporates a monolithic Pi- 
catinny rail, on which sits a fully-protected 
front sight adjustable for elevation. Also, 
atop the rail sits a rear peep sight adjustable 
for windage. That sight is actually a rotating 
device that offers four different aperture 
sizes for easier target acquisition or for 
more precise aiming. 

The Bren 805 PSl has a lot going for it 


with regard to ergonomics and design char- 
acteristics. It has fully ambidextrous con- 
trols for both the magazine release and the 
safety switch. Also, the cocking handle can 
be changed from one side of the rifle to the 
other, according to user preference. Similar 
to the SCAR, it has a polymer lower, and it 
has a very comfortable pistol grip. 

One trait that isn’t ideal is the reciprocat- 
ing bolt. Unless the user is careful with 
hand placement, it’s very easy to get the 
weak hand’s thumb in the way of the recip- 
rocating bolt handle while firing. This is a 
painful experience, and a bad enough prob- 
lem with a full-size rifle. With less area on 
the PSl, it can be more of an issue. 

MAKING PREPARATIONS... 

In preparation for work on the range, a 
Vortex Optics SPARC II red-dot optic was 
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mounted on the PSl’s rail to add a little 
something extra to the experience. The 
SPARC II is a nice red-dot sight, especially 
for the money. It is 3.1 inches long and 
weighs just 5.9 ounces. The package offers 
spacers with the mount to adjust the height 
of the sight, and the mount fits standard 
Weaver or Picatinny rails. The SPARC II is 
Parallax free, waterproof, fog proof, has a 
22mm objective, and comes with a lifetime 
warranty. 

The red dot has 2MOA of coverage, 
which translates to an inch at 50 yards and 
half an inch at 25 yards, so you can get 
downright surgical if you want. The illumi- 
nated dot has 10 brightness settings, and 
the battery is rated for 300 hours at the 
maximum brightness setting. Overall, the 
size of the SPARC II package is ideal for a 
weapon like the PSl where a compact pro- 
file is desired. 

The ammo du jour was a supply of Fed- 


eral American Eagle 55 grain FMJBT and 
50 grain JHP. I’ve used this ammunition in 
a variety of .223 rifles and have always had 
good results with accuracy and function, so 
it was front and center for use with the PSl. 

GOING HOT! 

Range day is always fun, but the sessions 
we had with the Bren 805 PSl were out- 
standing for any number of reasons. We had 
few shooters on site to give us their impres- 
sions, and heads were nodding and faces 
were beaming after each one had their 
chance at the firing line. 

Even though it’s classified as a pistol, the 
6.7-pound weight more than does its job of 
tamping down the recoil of the .223 rounds. 
Any muzzle rise at all was negligible and it 
was extremely easy to stay on target. Of 
course, with the 11-inch barrel, you defi- 
nitely knew when a round went off, but the 
factory-installed muzzle brake did its job 


while we did ours, which was to shoot fast 
and often. 

The trigger pull registers 5.75 pounds on 
my scale, and while that doesn’t sound very 
light, it’s acceptable for a combat-oriented 
pistol of this type. Even so, the trigger pull 
was very smooth with no gritty feel or re- 
sistance. It’s one of the best triggers I’ve 
tried on a production semi-automatic .223. 

There were other positives we noticed 
while shooting. For instance, the ambidex- 
trous safety is positioned so that it does not 
interfere with the index finger on the other 
side when it is manipulated by the thumb. 
Also, the action of the bolt felt like it was on 
buttered ball bearings — an incredibly 
smooth feel and operation. 

Accuracy was exactly what I thought it 
would be considering my previous experience 
with CZ weapons. I did my testing at 25 yards, 
not 100 yards. Since the PSl is a pistol and not 
a short-barreled rifle, I felt 25 yards was suffi- 
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dent. To really test accuracy at 100 yards, you 
need optics with a bit of magnification and 
that just doesn’t fit with the compact sleek 
package the PSl is meant to be. 

Using American Eagle type ammunition 
supplied by Federal Premium Ammunition, 
we got excellent groups within the frame- 
work of how we were shooting the PSl. 
With the Vortex Optics SPARC II, we got 
sub-one-inch groups off a rest at 25 yards, 
and while standing at 15 yards, we were still 
able to get a five-shot group that was just a 
hair over an inch. Of the two loads we tried 
from Federal, it seems the PSl preferred the 
55 grain FMJBT round. 

ALL GOOD THINGS... 

There are moments in each of our lives 
when we know that we will remember 


them always, even as they are happening. 
That’s a little how I feel right now. The 
Bren 805 PSl has to return home, and it 
will be sorely missed. It lived up to the 
expectations I had based on previous ex- 
perience with CZ firearms including reli- 
ability, accuracy, smooth operation, and a 
clean precision finish. It has its quirks. 
Hey, it’s a 6.7-pound “pistol”! But even 
the quirky stuff becomes second nature to 
work with in time. 

If you’re looking for something to tuck 
under a light shirt, well, this isn’t the right 
pistol choice for you. But if you’re an enthu- 
siast that’s willing to learn how to handle an 
atypical system and create a carry package 
that works for you, then the CZ Bren 805 
PSl is a fantastic offering that’s ready to roll 
when you are! gwbg

IWFS 941F OFFERS GREAT 
PERFORMANCE IN A 
HELL-FOR- STOUT PACKAGE

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I n 1990, Israel Military Industries 

(now Israel Weapons Industries) in- 
troduced a new pistol to the U.S. 
market known as the Jericho 941. Origi- 
nally imported into the U.S. by K.B.I. Inc., it 
was also imported by O.F. Mossberg & Sons 
and Magnum Research, Inc. under different 
model names until it returned to K.B.I., Inc. 
in 2010. 

But, it wasn’t long after that until IWI set 
up shop in the United States to establish a 
closer manufacturing presence with the 
American gun-buying public because of 
ever-changing laws and import restrictions. 
Based on the popular CZ 75 design, the 
Jericho was originally issued in 9mm Luger 
and served as a platform for the (then) new, 
.41 Action Express caliber, hence the 941 
moniker. However, with the introduction of 
10mm Auto, and the subsequent sweeping 
popularity of the .40 S&W round, the .41 
Action Express never quite found its stride. 
It was soon dropped by the manufacturer 


and replaced with a 40 S&W offering. This 
was a fairly easy transition for IMI, as .41 
AE was a hotter load than .40 S&W, and the 
frame was already appropriately sized for 
the changeover. 

In 2015, IWI US began importing the 
Jericho 941 under the company’s own 
name, and re-introduced the American 
public to the Jericho 941. Currently, the 
Jericho is offered in four basic configura- 
tions, two with a steel frame and two with a 
polymer frame. There is a full-size and a 
mid-size version of each, and all variations 
can be had in either 9mm Luger or .40 
S&W. We received the full-size steel model 
(941F) in 9mm for review, and that’s where 
our story begins. 

MAKING ACQUAINTANCES 

I actually requested the 941F since I’ve 
had my share of time with polymer pistols, 
and I was ready for a change of pace. You 
can certainly see the influence of the CZ 75 


in the Jericho’s design, though it lacks the 
CZ’s more detailed sculpting in the handle 
area and along the end of the slide and dust 
cover. 

The Jericho 941F is definitely a hand-fill- 
ing pistol with some heft to it, especially for 
a 9mm handgun. Most modern 9mm pis- 
tols with a metal frame use an aluminum 
alloy to reduce the overall weight of the pis- 
tol. This is not the case with the 941F, as it 
uses a steel frame. This results in reduced 
felt recoil and increased service life, but 
makes it harder to carry for extended peri- 
ods of time. 

Naturally, the full-size model is intended 
for duty use where a sturdier belt can be 
worn to support its weight. It is not in- 
tended as a concealed carry weapon, though 
it’s possible with the right setup and an ap- 
propriately sized individual. For civilian 
use, the 941F will most often serve as a 
home defense weapon, or for carry in the 
field.

FEATURES 

Sporting a 4.4-inch barrel, the 941F has 
an overall length of 8.2 inches and weighs 
2.3 pounds. It comes with a cold hammer- 
forged Chrome-Moly barrel with a RH 1:10 
twist for 9mm Luger, and a 1:16 twist for 
.40 S&W. From the top of the rear sight to 
the bottom of the inserted magazine, the 
overall height of the 941F is 5.5 inches. 

Like the CZ 75 and its various clones, the 
Jericho 941’s slide rides inside the rails, 
rather than outside like with most other 
pistols. Some proponents credit this attrib- 
ute for a tighter frame-to-slide fit, which 
they claim adds to the accuracy of the sys- 
tem. From my own experience, I can attest 


to the exceptional accuracy of my own per- 
sonal CZ 75B, but time would tell if that 
would hold true for the Jericho. 

An unusual feature for double-action pis- 
tols, the Jericho, like the CZ 75, can be car- 
ried in the cocked-and-locked position. This 
is to say that, rather than needing to begin 
with the heavier double-action pull for the 
first shot, the user can cock the hammer 
and switch on the safety. The user can then 
engage a target with a single-action first 
shot after flipping down the safety. 

Many shooters find starting off with a 
single- action trigger pull is more efficient 
and consistent than having to transition 
from a double-action pull for the first shot 


to a single-action pull for each shot there- 
after. In this regard, the Jericho 941 is like 
the 1911, as it can be carried “cocked and 
locked,” also known as Condition 1. How- 
ever, the Jericho does not have the addi- 
tional grip safety found on the 1911 
style-pistol, which is one less safeguard 
against an accidental discharge. 

While we’re on the subject of trigger 
pulls, the Jericho’s single-action trigger pull 
came in at a nice, clean 4.25 pounds, while 
the double-action pull was 12.5 pounds. 
Certainly, the double-action pull can be 
mastered, but the appeal for the lighter sin- 
gle-action pull is certainly understandable. 
The general consensus, however, is that ex-

tensive training should be undertaken to 
safely carry a pistol in the cocked-and- 
locked position. 

The ergonomics of the Jericho 941F are 
actually pretty good. Despite its larger size, 
the slide release is both comfortable and 
easy to employ with its curved and rounded 
edges. The short, frame-mounted safety re- 
tains its position positively, but is still easy 
for the user to wipe off before engaging the 
target. 

Riding atop the slide is a three-dot sight 
system with a low-profile rear sight. IWI’s 
website lists the sights as adjustable, and 
while both the front and rear sights are drift 
adjustable, there is no provision for adjust- 


ing elevation. For a combat pistol of this 
sort, that is the rule, not the exception, so 
this is not an issue for the most part. 

A couple of other nice touches include a 
slightly extended magazine release that is 
simple to employ, a loaded chamber indica- 
tor, and an integrated Picatinny rail that 
can be used to mount accessories, such as 
weapons lights or even a laser sighting 
system. 

AT THE FIRING LINE 

Many assumptions can be made about a 
firearm based on its fit and finish, heritage, 
and overall design. However, nothing is def- 
inite until rounds are sent downrange and

the results are analyzed. 

To help with this process, Black Hills 
Ammunition sent a supply of ammunition 
that we used to evaluate the Jericho 941F. It 
included their 115 grain JHP EXP and 124 
grain JHP +P loads. Both are premium 
rounds for self-defense, and aren’t priced 
for all-day plinking, so I threw in a mix of 
standard FMJ rounds, including 147 grain 
rounds from my supply to get the ball 
rolling, and also some +P+ hollowpoint 
loads to test the felt recoil of the all-steel 
pistol. 

It felt good to shoot a pistol with a steel 
frame again, and the heft of the 941F defi- 
nitely diminished the recoil of the 9mm 
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The all-steel frame of the Jericho 941 tames the recoil of even the hottest loads, resulting in faster recovery for quicker and more accurate follow-up shots. 


rounds I was throwing at the targets. Stan- 
dard pressure FMJ rounds barely earned 
any kind of muzzle rise, and even the 
hottest +P+ solicited only a slight chuckle. 

The first couple of hundred rounds were 
fired to break the pistol in, though it wasn’t 
needed, as there wasn’t a single malfunction 
with the various loads I put through it. Both 
of the Black Hills loads cycled through the 
Jericho flawlessly, even with the different 
pressure levels. The 115 grain JHP EXP and 
the 124 grain JHP +P are both rated by the 
factory with a velocity of 1,200 feet per sec- 
ond, though the pressure and felt recoil of 
the 124 grain round was more substantial. 

During this phase of testing, I wanted to 
try something I read about just for giggles. I 


had read that the Jericho 941 would accept 
CZ 75 magazines, and since I had lots of 
those on hand, I made sure to run the Jeri- 
cho with those as well. Again, function was 
flawless while firing the Jericho with the CZ 
magazines, and after four magazines’ worth 
of shooting, we figured the point was made. 
So, for those considering the Jericho 941, it 
helps make the decision easier if you al- 
ready have a CZ 75 and plenty of spare mag- 
azines on hand. 

ON PAPER 

Of course, one of the most important as- 
pects of any firearm is its performance with 
regard to accuracy. The debate about caliber 
size and stopping power aside, shot place- 


ment is critical to ending a firefight. There- 
fore, I set up on a bench at 25 yards to see 
what kind of accuracy I could wring out of 
the Jericho. 

While most standards for pistol accuracy 
are established at 25 yards, those tests are 
usually done with machine rests where the 
human factor (i.e., hold, movement, etc.) 
can be eliminated. It’s tough with my eyes 
to see a 1-2 inch area well enough at 25 
yards to test for real accuracy, especially 
with combat sights. But, if I can consis- 
tently get groups in the 2-3 inch range, then 
I’ll know the pistol is capable of more once 
I’m out of the equation. 

One thing that I noticed during both the 
reliability and accuracy testing was that al- 
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The different loads of Black Hills ammunition performed flawlessly in the Jericho 941, with the pistol's 
seeming preference to be the heavier 124 grain JHP +P round. 


most every load I tried shot low about 4-5 
inches. This doesn’t really matter much 
when testing for accuracy, but it does mat- 
ter when it comes to shot placement in a 
real world scenario. Even at 15 yards, the 
groups were low. 

The groups themselves were respectable 
enough, with the generic FMJ’s coming in 
at the 3-4 inch range, and the Black Hills 
115 grain JHP EXP doing slightly better. I 
decided to try out some Federal 115 grain 
9PBLE +P+ ammunition that I still run 
with, and bingo! It shot true to point of aim, 
relatively speaking, and I finally had a 
group that didn’t hit low. I ran three more 
five-shot groups, and got similar results, 
with the best group dead-on at two inches. 


I thought this was as good as it was going 
to get, but I still had the Black Hills 124 
grain JHP +P loads to run, and ‘twas a good 
thing I did. I shot a box of 20 rounds, with 
one five-shot group coming in just a hair 
over two inches, but another group 
squeezed under the bar at 1 7/8 inches. 
When the smoke cleared and the dust set- 
tled, Black Hills brought home the ribbon 
for the best group of the day. 

These were excellent accuracy results 
when you consider the human factor, and 
that type of performance far exceeds typical 
needs when shooting within typical combat 
distances. However, I do think the issued 
sights could be adjusted at the factory to 
elevate the point of impact, especially for 
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The slide of the Jericho 941F rides insides the rails rather than outside, and the full length dust cover adds an aesthetically appealing touch for a clean finish. 


ammunition that’s readily available to 
typical consumers. 

LAST WORDS... 

It may not be in vogue right now to con- 
sider a pistol that isn’t striker-fired or that 
doesn’t have a polymer frame, but there is a 
definite upside to having one that utilizes a 
time-tested operating design, and that’s 
built like an Abrams tank. The Jericho 941’s 
all-steel frame is built for a lifetime of serv- 
ice, and then some. The pistol delivers per- 
formance commensurate with IWI’s 
meticulous attention to the details of the 
Jericho’s construction, and its overall fit and 
finish. 

All in all, the Jericho 941 offers excellent 
value for the money. It has a suggested 
MSRP of $649, and current street prices 
are considerably less. Taking into account

the performance and reliability of this pack- 


age, along with IWI’s storied history in pro- 
viding top-tier weapons for Israeli security 
forces the past few decades, it’s hard to go 
wrong with adding the Jericho 941F to your 
stable of service weapons. If you’re young or 
just unfamiliar with steel-framed pistols, 
give this one a try. Once you do, you might 
have to re-think your world! gwbg

I t happened in 1991. That’s the year 
that I really gained respect for and 
interest in the “black plastic gun.” 

I was at the first of eight factory Armorer’s 
Courses in 1991. This was a one-day class on 
the Glock, and the class really opened my eyes 
to the simplicity, durability and engineering 
that went into the gun. Before then, I was a 
dyed-in-the-wool 1911 guy, and it took some 
time to come over to the other side. 
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I bought my first Glock pistol, a G17, two 
weeks after attending the Armorer’s Course. 
I still have that gun and could not begin to 
tell you how many thousands of rounds I’ve 
put through it over the years with zero bro- 
ken parts and very few malfunctions. 

The G35 MOS is the latest iteration of 
the venerable pistol, and we’ll delve into it 
in this review. 

WHAT’S ONBOARD 

The G35 MOS has the standard features 
that shooters around the world know and 
love. The pistol is a Safe Action, striker- 
fired handgun, with a 5.3-inch barrel rifled 
in a hexagonal configuration. The barrel is 
rifled with a twist rate of 1 turn in 9-84 
inches, with a right hand twist. The pistol 
weighs a shade over 28 ounces unloaded, 
and the trigger pull, as measured on my 
NRA weights, came in a 4.6 pounds with 
about a half-inch of travel. 

BETTER SIGHTING 



rib with an extended rib with a freakishly 
long 8.6-inch sight radius. 


ADDED INSIGHT 


The CrossBreed OWB is an excellent 
holster for both competition and 
carry.

Personally, I like the G35’s longer-than- 
average sight radius — the distance between 
the back of the rear sight to the back of the 
front sight blade — a critical and often un- 
derappreciated aspect of pistol marksman- 
ship. You see, the further the front sight is 
away from the rear sight, the easier it be- 
comes for the eye to pick up discrepancies 
in any misalignment of the sights. So, when 
the sight radius is longer, accurate aiming 
with the sights is easier. I believe this is par- 
tially why the G35 pistol dominates Limited 
Class IPSC competition. 


If iron sights aren’t your preference, you 
can mount optical sights instead. 

I tested the G35 MOS model, which 
stands for Modular Optic System. This sys- 
tem allows for easy mounting of a wide vari- 
ety of the most popular optical sights. The 
pistols that are available in the MOS config- 
uration are the G34, G35, G40, and G41,

BELOW: The Glock with the Leupold 
Delta Point sight mounted, shot pretty close to point of aim, point of impact at 25 yards. The Glock/Delta Point combination also shot very good groups with 
the Hornady Critical Duty ammunition. 



and these guns are chambered in 9mm 
Luger, .40 S&W, 10mm, and .45 ACP, re- 
spectively. The following optic brands can 
be mounted on these pistols: EOTech, Doc- 
ter, Insight, Meopta, Trijicon RMR, the C- 
MORE, and the Leupold Delta Point, which 
I chose to install. 


The Leupold Delta Point sight is 
mounted on the Glock by way of removing 
the top plate on the slide in front of the rear 
sight. Glock includes adapter plates to allow 
sights to be mounted to virtually any pistol. 
The Delta Point comes with either a 3.5 
MOA dot, or a 7-5 MOA inverted triangle.

The delta Point also has Motion Sensing 
technology — the sight goes to sleep if not 
moved for 5 minutes, but “wakes up” when 
the gun is picked up or when it detects 
movement. The sight also has Intelligent 
Brightness Control, which senses the ambi- 
ent lighting, and it makes adjustments to 
the intensity of the dot. You can override 
this feature in the new Delta Point Pro 
model and set the dot intensity manually. 
The sight also has 60 MOA of both horizon- 
tal and vertical adjustments. 
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The three pistols shown, have 
different distances in sight ra- 
dius. The Bullseye gun on top, 
where accuracy is critical, has a 
sight radius of 8.6 inches, the 
Glock G35 in the middle has a 
radius of 7.73 inches, and the 
custom Caspian 1911 5-inch 
Government model I built, has a 
radius of 6.69 with the Bomar 
sight installed. Longer sight 
radii make it easier to shoot 
more accurately (see sidebar). 


INSPIRED INSERTS 

The G35 also comes with interchange- 
able backstrap inserts — it’s easy to pop in 
your favorite. I really like these inserts be- 
cause they provide a little more hand-filling 
material in your palm, and it also gets the 
back tang of the receiver up a little higher, 
which improves recoil control. 

The .40 S&W is not a hard recoiling car- 
tridge, but since this pistol makes a great 
competition gun, anything to cut down re- 
coil makes long hours of practice easier. It 
has an additional benefit of shaving tenths 
of a second off the shooters’ time in compe- 
tition. The inserts are held in with a cross 
pin which is punched out easily with the in- 
cluded tool. 

EASY UNDO 

Disassembly of the G35 pistol is the same as 
with all Glocks; ensure the gun is unloaded 
and press the trigger, then drop the disassem- 
bly latch with both fingers and push the slide 
and barrel off simultaneously. The recoil 
spring is the familiar dual-spring configura- 
tion. The slide has a cutout to reduce its 


+ How Sight 
Radius Works 


The Glock G35 is one of the most 
dominate guns in Limited Class prac- 
tical shooting today. The combina- 
tion of its outstanding power, a long 
sight radius, high accuracy, good re- 
liability and an optimum grip angle, 
which helps control recoil for fast 
double taps, makes this a formidable 
gun in competitive shooting arenas. 

The gun is pretty much ready to 
go right out of the box and can also 
be used as an excellent gun for 
home defense, so it's easy to see 
why it's so popular. 

The longer sight radius (7.55 
inches) really enhances the gun's ac- 
curacy potential. This is due to the 
fact that the longer the sight radius. 


the easier it is for the shooter to 
pick up tiny misalignments between 
the front and rear sights. The eye 
and the brain operate fast enough 
so that the shooter can pick up 
these minor misalignments even at 
speed. 

In other words: take a shooter 
with a handgun with a 3.5-inch sight 
radius, and let them fire five shots at 
10 seconds at 15 yards. Then have 
the same shooter fire five shots with 
a handgun with a 7.7-inch sight ra- 
dius. 

The accuracy difference, i.e., 
group size will be noticeable, all 
things being equal. Try it the next 
time you go to the range, if you can. 
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The Glock G35 MOS 
disassembles just 
like every other 
Glock pistol into the 
main component 
parts. The recoil 
spring is the famil- 
iar dual-spring 
arrangement.

weight so the slide recoil speed and recoil 
characteristics mimic the G17. By doing so, the 
factory can use the same recoil spring setup 
and save on manufacturing costs. 

RANGE TIME 

So, once I took a good look under the 
hood and got the sight mounted, I headed 
to the range. 

I thought the sight would take some time 
to get boresighted and up and running, but 
luckily, this was not the case as the 


sight/gun combo was pretty close to 
POA/POI at 25 yards. Close enough that I 
just used the gun/sight combo as is without 
adjustment time. I took several types and 
weights of .40 S&W ammo to the range, and 
was not surprised with the results. 

I included three types of Hornady, one from 
Black Hills, some older Remington Golden 
Sabre, Federals’ American Eagle and Nosier 
Match (see chart). The Hornady 180 grain 
Custom XTP came in with the smallest group 
size, but they all shot very well. 


FINAL TAKE 

I paired the gun with the CrossBreed 
OWB holster and mag pouch, and this 
setup made for a comfortable and very con- 
cealable gun/holster combination, espe- 
cially for a larger gun such as the G35. The 
gun/holster combo would also be a good 
setup for IDPA competition. 

My son accompanied me to the range 
and also gave the G35 with the Delta point 
sight a good workout. He found the gun 
very easy to shoot and very accurate with

the factory barrel. 

The pistol was manageable even when 
performing one-hand shooting drills. I 
brought the gun out to the range on two 
shooting sessions and shot the pistol with 
both the Delta Point and with iron sights, 
and even though I’m a diehard iron sight 
aficionado, the Delta Point on the G 35 
made for some very fast split times on stan- 
dard IPSC targets at 15 yards. 

All in all, I’ve always had a healthy re- 
spect for the Glock pistols, and with the 
new MOS series, they’ve made a great gun 
even better and more versatile, gwbg

Modern machining techniques and new 
finishes make today’s guns lighter, more ro- 
bust, and, yes, more affordable than ever 
before. From pocket revolvers that are light 
enough for daily carry to full-sized semi- 
autos for target shooting, duty, and home 
defense, here’s a list of what we feel are the 
best guns less than $500.

01 CZ-P07 

Okay, I cheated a bit here, but the P-07 
has an MSRP of $510, and a measly $10 
shouldn't keep you away from a gun this 
good. Besides, street prices will bring this 
great gun in below the 500 mark. For that, 
you're getting a heck of a lot of gun. 

Like its progenitor, the CZ 75, the P-07 
has rails that run on the inside of the frame 
as opposed to over the frame (like a 1911), 
giving these guns very tight tolerances that 
result in accuracy. The ambidextrous de- 
cocker/manual safety is easy to use and in- 
tuitive, and the edges of the gun have been 
dehorned, making the P-07 a comfortable 
gun to carry all day long. 

CZ's grip ergonomics are among the best 
in the industry, and this is one comfortable 
gun to shoot. Accuracy is aided by the 
Omega trigger system, which has minimal 
parts and a smooth, consistent break. The 
P-07 is one well-built semiauto that is large 
enough to shoot comfortably yet doubles as 
a concealed carry gun. Whatever you use it 
for, you're going to like it. 

02 RUGER9E 

Based on the successful SR line of striker- 
fired semi-autos, the 9E carries an MSRP of 
$429, and it comes with a long list of great 
features, including an ambidextrous safety, 
reversible backstrap, an accessory rail that's 


large enough to accommodate lights and 
lasers, and three-dot fixed sights. 

The glass-filled nylon grips are slim but 
very comfortable, and this gun shoots like a 
full-sized semi-auto despite the fact that it 
weighs just 27 ounces unloaded and meas- 
ures a little more than an inch wide. 

The slide is made of alloy steel, and it 
comes with a black oxide finish, and you can 
choose between 10+1 or 17+1 capacity mod- 
els. This basic 9mm striker-fired semi-auto 
doesn't have a lot of bells and whistles, but 
it has everything you need. 

03 D1AMONDBACK FS NINE 

Diamondback has a reputation for build- 
ing compact, affordable guns, but the FS 
Nine is their first full-sized semi-auto. 

It features a 4.75-inch Chromemoly barrel, 
stainless slide and polymer frame, and the large 
grip is comfortable even for shooters with large 
hands. The short-reset trigger breaks at about 
5.5 pounds, and this striker-fired semi-auto uti- 
lizes a double-stack magazine that boasts an 
impressive capacity of 15+1. 

The lengthened sight radius helps with accu- 
racy, and the fixed three-dot sights are highly 
visible yet are contoured so they won't hang if 
you opt to carry this gun concealed. Speaking 
of concealed carry, the FS Nine is just one inch 
wide despite its full-sized proportions, so it 
won't bulge from your waistband if you opt to 


wear it in an IWB holster. 

The gun also comes with a flared mag well 
that allows for quick, positive reloads and a 
large accessory rail on the dust cover that is 
perfect for mounting lights and lasers. 

04 SIG SAUER P250 

SIG Sauer is known for making good guns, 
not inexpensive guns, but the P250 is both. 

At first glance it simply looks like a poly- 
mer-framed, DAO semi-auto, but in reality 
the P250 system is one of the most interest- 
ing concepts to come along in handguns in 
years. The P250 is a modular handgun, one 
that is capable of switching calibers and grip 
sizes. Not only that, each grip size (sub-com- 
pact, compact and full) offers additional 
backstrap adjustment so that you can have a 
gun that fits you like a tailored suit. 

The P250 is available in 9mm, .40 S&W, 
.357 SIG, and .45, and the modularity of this 
gun makes it extremely versatile. In addition, 
it's just 1.4 inches wide, and the sleek design 
with minimized controls makes it a great 
choice for all-day carry. 

A tough Nitron slide finish protects this 
gun from the corrosive effects of perspira- 
tion, and the DA trigger is smooth and re- 
quires about a six-pound pull to fire. The 
P250 is not only a great gun, but when you 
save up some additional dough you can have 
several guns in one. 
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The PPX is the antithesis of the sleek, small PPK, but it is a handgun that is affordable and extremely reliable. It's also very accurate, 
and that unique grip is highly functional. 


Walther is perhaps best known as the 
brand of firearm that Bond carried, but the 
sleek little PPK that 007 carried is the an- 
tithesis of the brawny PPX. Despite its high 
profile, hard edges and sledgehammer looks, 
the PPX is a refined and functional full-sized 
semi-auto that is priced below much of the 
competition. 

I've been to the Walther factory outside of 
Ulm and have watched the attention that the 


company gives their budget PPX guns, from the 
CNC -machined and Tenifer-coated slides to 
the internal parts. Even the magazines are top- 
quality, robust and easy to load. 

The PPX is a hammer-fired semi-auto, but 
the hammer is spurless and won't hang on 
clothing when the gun is drawn. The trigger 
pull is moderately heavy but very consistent, 
and the PPX undergoes Walther's rigorous 
15,000-round torture test and drop tests. 


There's no manual safety, but the PPX 
does have two drop and one firing pin block 
safeties, and the controls have a snag-free 
low-profile design yet they are easy to lo- 
cate when firing the gun. The radically- 
curved grip is unique but very comfortable 
to hold and keeps the gun planted when fir- 
ing. It's available with either a black or stain- 
less Tenifer slide and comes in either 9mm 
or .40 S&W.

Taurus offers a host of double-action re- 
volvers that fall below the $500 mark, so 
there are a number of great options for 
wheelgun enthusiasts. 

For concealed carry, the classic 605 in ei- 
ther blued or stainless offers a five-round 
capacity and a short two-inch barrel for 
maximum concealment, and with an un- 


The CCP's design is a departure from 
other small semi-autos; it relies on a blow- 
back design with a fixed barrel, and it 
vents gas through a hole in front of the 
chamber to help cycle the action. A piston 
under the barrel slows the slide's rearward 
movement imperceptibly. The result is what 
Walther refers to as Soft Coil, and, as the 
name implies, recoil is dampened. 


loaded weight of just 24 ounces, these 
guns are small enough and light 
enough for daily concealment. 

If you prefer an internal hammer, 
the 850 DAO revolver in .38 +P is a 
great option, and it falls well below the 
$500 price mark. Looking for a larger 
revolver for target shooting and home 
defense? The Model 65 is available in 
.357 Magnum with a 4-inch barrel and 
boasts a capacity of six rounds. 

All models are backed by Taurus's 
excellent warranty and feature the TSS 
locking system, making these wheel- 
guns a great choice whether you're 
looking for a home defense, target, or 
carry revolver. 


The CCP's design also requires a lighter 
spring, so less force is required to work 
the slide and chamber a cartridge. The re- 
sult is a lightweight pistol that recoils less, 
is easier to operate and lasts for a long, 
long time. The slide is CNC-machined and 
the tolerances are very tight, making this a 
gun that will last for years, even with heavy 
abuse. 


08 TAURUS MILLENNIUM G2

There's a portion at the 
top of the pocket where there is no Vel- 
cro, and this allows you to slip your 
hand down onto the gun and draw it 
without any delay. It's one of the most 
comfortable and reliable systems, and it 
functions just about anywhere.

T he .45 ACP cartridge is one 
of the most popular handgun 
cartridges in the world. 

Because of this, the number of manufac- 
turers and the sheer variety in the bullet 
types and configurations is huge. Once a 
modern shooter has decided to use the .45 
ACP, one of the most effective handgun car- 
tridges ever developed, how then does 
he/she decide which is best? That’s our job. 

We chose 11 different brands and types of 
.45 ACP cartridges that are currently on the 
market. How did the testing shake out? 
Read on! 
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Testing the .45 ACP ammo with the Oehler 35P chronograph, the barricade, test target and falling plates made for a fun and interesting day at the range. 


NOSLER MATCH GRADE 
GROUP SIZE: 1.517 

The first load tested was the Nosier 185 
grain Match Grade JHP round. Why test a 
match grade round when the test is about 
self-defense use? Because the cartridge is 
loaded with the excellent Nosier JHP 
round, so if you combine excellent accuracy 
with a reliable JHP, you can get the best of 


both worlds — great accuracy and excellent 
stopping power. 

The 185 grain load clocked in at a mean 
velocity of 1,109 fps, and a standard devia- 
tion of 13 fps. The group size for 5 shots was 
1.517, but the first four shots went into .412, 
with a called flyer opening up the group. No 
doubt I was trying to force the last shot into 
that tight initial group and tried to make it 


too perfect, forcing the shot, which is what 
usually happens. 

HORNADY FLEXLOCK +P 
GROUP SIZE: 1.554 

This 220 grain JHP round was one of the 
newer offerings from the Hornady Critical 
Duty line, and is designed with +P velocities. 
The round comes with a nickel plated case

and was designed and developed to meet the 
FBI terminal ballistic testing protocols. The 
load has a large jacket to core InterLock band 
which keeps the core and jacket from sepa- 
rating. The round shot a group of 1.554 
inches, with a mean velocity of 992 fps and a 
standard deviation of 22 fps. 

HORNADY FTX 
GROUP SIZE: 1.268 

The next round was an offering from the 
Hornady Critical Defense line — their 185 
grain FTX cartridge. This load has an insert 
in the hollow point in order to provide reli- 
able expansion, but it keeps the bullet cavity 
from being filled by heavy clothing and 
other materials. The load generated a group 
of 1.268 inches, a mean velocity of 1,047 fps, 
and a very low standard deviation of 7 fps. 


BLACK HILLS +P 
GROUP SIZE: 1.582 

The fourth load tested was the outstand- 
ing 230 grain +P JHP from Black Hills Am- 
munition. This is a +P load that has always 
given me very good accuracy and consistent 
velocity in the past, and this test was no dif- 
ferent. The group came in at 1.582 inches, 
with a mean velocity of 968 fps, and an ex- 
cellent standard deviation of 2 fps. 

FEDERAL HYDRA-SHOK 
GROUP SIZE: 1.068 

The Federal Premium Ammunition 230 
grain Hydra- Shok round has been in use 
for a long time, and has proven to be one of 
the most consistent performers as far as ac- 
curacy and expansion in both gelatin tests, 
and in the real world. The Hydra-Shok

round pioneered the deep expanding and 
controlled expansion bullet after the disas-

Chronograph velocities were a mean of 
880 fps, a little lower than other rounds 
tested because of the slightly heavier 230 
grain bullet, and a standard deviation of 7 
fps. Group size was an outstanding 1.068 
inches. 


FEDERAL HST-TACTICAL 
GROUP SIZE: 1.129 

This is a new 230 grain tactical LE load 
from Federal, and it combines the HST bul- 
let, which has special skiving on the jacket to 
produce reliable expansion, but it also has ex- 
cellent accuracy in standard velocities. 

The load produced groups of 1.129 inches 
with a mean velocity of 874 fps and a 
standard deviation of 0 fps. That’s not a

TEST SPECS 


+ The Gun, The Parameters 


The testbed handgun I used was a custom Caspian 
Government Model with a 5-inch Match grade Kart barrel. 
Regular readers of my Gunsmithing column in Gun World 
magazine will recognize this pistol as the 1911 Project gun 
that I built for my column. 

After I built this pistol, I tested it with a variety of am- 
munition out of a Ransom Rest, and obtained groups of 
under an inch for 5 shots at 25 yards using Federal 230 
grain Match ammunition. The pistol shot just a shade over 
an inch with Hornady 200 grain XTP JHP, so I knew it was 


capable of excellent accuracy out of the Kart Match barrel 
with both match and defensive ammunition. 

For this test, I set up my Oehler 35P chronograph at 10 
feet from the muzzle for velocity testing, but I also 
wanted to include some practical testing, so I set up a 
100-yard rifle target on a white IPSC target at 15 yards. I 
used the loads to fire from the barricade to see how they 
cycled through the gun, and finally, ran them through the 
gun, firing at the falling plate rack at my local range. This 
would be good way to gauge muzzle flip and recoil felt.

misprint. The bullet had velocities of a high 
of 87 5 fps and a low of 874 fps. Absolutely 
the most consistent .45 ACP cartridge I’ve 
ever tested, velocity- wise. 

HORNADY XTP 
GROUP SIZE: .970 

This was another Hornady offering, and 
it’s from their XTP line. The XTP stands for 
Extreme Terminal Performance. This 200 
grain load shot under an inch for 5 shots 
and had very good velocity readings of a 
mean of 940 fps, a standard deviation of 22 


FPS, and a group size of .970 inches. This is 
excellent accuracy from a defensive load. 
The lighter bullet, with its lower muzzle flip 
made running through the plate racks easy 
and fun. 

BLACK HILLS AMMUNITION 
GROUP SIZE: 1.255 

I tested two loads from the venerable 
company from South Dakota. This round 
was their standard velocity load topped off 
with the 230 grain JHP. 

The load came in with a group size of 


1.255 inches, with a mean velocity of 891 
fps, and a standard deviation of a very low 5 
fps. This is a very good, general purpose de- 
fensive cartridge that combines good veloc- 
ity, good accuracy, excellent reliability and 
economy. 

HORNADY AMERICAN GUNNER 
GROUP SIZE: 1.607 

The American Gunner series of ammuni- 
tion is a line of ammunition that combines 
reliable performance with economy, and it 
appeals to many shooters. This is a load that

is targeted (no pun intended) to both the 
sporting and self-defense markets. 

The 185 grain load I tested came in with 
a velocity of a mean of 990 fps, with a stan- 
dard deviation of 22 fps. Group size was 
1.607 inches. This would be a great load for 
both home defense and for IDPA/IPSC 
competition. 

NOSLER DEFENSE 
GROUP SIZE: .863 

The second Nosier load I tested was their 
Defense round. This is a 230 grain +P 
Bonded round. What is a Bonded round? 
This is where the jacket and core are 
bonded together using different materials 
and techniques to keep them from separat- 
ing on impact. The Nosier Defense comes in 
+P velocities, and also has either tipped or 


standard bullet nose configurations. The 
tipped bullets have a nylon tip to facilitate 
good expansion, but keep the tip from being 
filled with material when impacting a solid 
object, and since the tip gives the bullet a 
more rounded give, feeding is enhanced. 

The load came in with a mean velocity of 
932 fps, and a standard deviation of 6 fps. 
Group size was the best of the day at .863 
inches. I tested the un-tipped bullet and 
had no malfunctions, even when firing fast 
and furious on the steel plate rack. 

BARNES TAC-XPD 
GROUP SIZE: 1.366 

The Barnes TAC-XPD line of handgun 
ammunition is designed strictly for per- 
sonal defense. The bullet does not need any 
special treatment to keep the jacket and

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The falling plates are a great way to test the ammunition for reliability, especially when trying to shoot 
fast while knocking down the plates. It's also a good way to get a feel of the recoil and muzzle flip gener- 
ated by the various loads. 


core together since the bullet is made 
entirely of copper. The cartridge cases are 
nickel plated, and the bullet also has a 
black nickel coating to give it a unique 
appearance. 


The Barnes’s offering is loaded to +P 
velocities and the bullet crossed my sky- 
screens at a mean velocity of 9BO fps, and 
a standard deviation of a very low 6 fps. 
Accuracy was a very good 1.366 inches. 


FINAL THOUGHTS 

All of the loads tested were also shot 
from various positions at my range, includ- 
ing the barricade, and we also utilized the 
plate rack. The split times from the various 
loads were all pretty similar, and recoil was 
manageable from them, as well. 

The 185 and 200 grain products gener- 
ated the recoil least felt, and they all had a 
very low smoke signature. I liked the Nosier 
because of its lightweight 185 grain JHP 
bullet and match grade accuracy. But the 
Black Hills, Hornady, Barnes and Federal 
also have good accuracy and have incorpo- 
rated quite a bit of engineering into termi- 
nal ballistics over the years. 

All of the brands functioned perfectly in 
my custom 1911, without a single failure to 
feed, chamber fire, extract or eject. 

Overall, the accuracy from the ammo 
tested was excellent, and I would like to put 
all of the rounds through the gun from a 
Ransom Rest at 25 yards, or even 50 yards to 
really set them apart. 

So, which one to choose? You really can’t 


+ .45 ACP 101 

Many gun experts have written about the initial devel- 
opment of the .45 ACP cartridge, and the stories of the 
failure of the .38 revolvers to stop the Moro warriors in 
the Moro Insurrection of the Philippine-American wars 
between 1899 and 1902. Out of those failures to effec- 
tively stop the charges of the Moros, the first terminal 
ballistic testing came about with the Thompson-LaGarde 
tests of 1904. 

Colonel John Thompson, of the U.S. Infantry, and Major 
Louis LaGarde of the U.S. Army Medical Corps, developed 
a testing protocol to find a more effective handgun car- 
tridge that would stop a human attacker. These tests were 
conducted at the Chicago Stockyards on live cattle and 


human cadavers. The cartridges tested included .30 Luger, 
9mm Parabellum, .38 Long Colt, .38 ACP, .45 Colt, .476 
Eley, and the .455 Webley. It's interesting to note that the 
cattle were suspended by harness and the amount of 
"sway" when they were shot constituted one of the first 
uses of the ballistic pendulum, a technique that is still 
used today, although not with live animals. 

Also measured were how many shots it took to dispatch 
the animal. From of these tests, the Thompson-LaGarde 
Review Board found one overriding fact. "Finally the 
Board reached the conclusion that the only safeguard at 
close encounters is a well-directed rapid fire from noth- 
ing less than a .45-caliber weapon." 
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go wrong with any of these quality loads, 
the best thing to do is to run a large sample 
through the gun you intend to carry in 
order to make sure the cartridge feeds reli- 
ably in your gun, and practice, practice, 
practice, gwbg
